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Firm linked 
to Stavros hired 
for village work

Country Service and Supply Co., a firm 


linked to convicted political boss James 
Slavroe, has been hired to excavate the 
new parking lot at the Wheeling Village 
Hall. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt said tho 


Northbrook Company "was the only one 
wo could get." He estimated the work 
would cost $1,000 and said he saw noth- 
ing wrong in hiring tho firm. 


Stavros, serving a four-year federal 


prison term, was a behind-the-scenes In- 
fluence in village government until he 
was Indicted Jan. 31 and subsequently 
pleaded guilty to extortion and Income 
lax violatons. 


Stavros has admitted working for 


Country Service. The firm's president 
also has pleaded guilty to taking part in 
the $40,000 shakedown of a Wheeling de- 
veloper by Stavros. 


Passolt said the excavation work-was 


originally to be done by village employ- 
es. He said, however, tho only earth 
moving machine that could bo rented 
was too small, and said the project was 
delayed by recent rains. 


"We figured wo better get someone 


who does the work professionally," Pas- 
solt said, noting that the village Is trying 
to finish the Job before winter weather 
sets In. The parking lot is needed to ac- 
commodate traffic generated by a local 
branch of the Circuit Court. 


The manager said that several firms 


were contacted by Larry Oppenhclmer, 
village engineer and director of public 
works. He said Oppenhelmcr hired the 
firm because the other firms were un- 
available. 


Tho Country Service firm has surfaced 


several times In the village's extortion 
scandal, which resulted from a federal 
probe of shakedowns by Stavros and 
Wheeling officials. 


Stavros used Country Service to laun- 


der $40,000 In payoff money, the federal 
government charged. 


Rezone sign law 
on agenda tonight 


Tho Wheeling Village Board tonight is 


expected to pass an ordinance requiring 
that signs be posted on property being 
considered for rezonlng. 


The ordinance was suggested by the 


plan commission and the zoning board 
after residents complained they were 
unaware that zoning changes had been 
requested In their neighborhoods. 


State law requires tho village to pub- 


lish notices in a local newspaper of pub- 
lic hearings on zoning changes, but there 
are no other provisions for notifying resi- 
dents.

WILLIS CLARK, president of Country 


Service, accepted a $40,000 check .from 
Tekton and then wrote a company check 
to Stavros. Clark was fined $3,000 after 
pleading guilty to filing a false corporate 
income tax return by overstating the 
firms income and expenses by .$40,000. 


Stavros last year acknowledged he was 


employed by Country Service. 


The admission was made in testimony 


given hi connection with an auto accident 
damage suit filed by Stavros and William 
Blebcr, former Wheeling building direc- 
tor also convicted as a result'of the fed- 
eral probe.. 
•Wheeling zoning board member-Alan 
Martin is also employed by Country Ser- 
vice, which was awarded contracts by 
numerous developers whose projects 
were approved by the zoning board. 


Village Pros: Ted C. Scanlon said he 


would have preferred another firm for 
the work, noting Country Service's asso- 
ciation with the Stavros scandal. "It 
would have made a lot of people hap- • 
pier," ho said. 


Scanlon, however, said that if other 


firms were unavailable for the job "you 
have to take what you can get." He said 
his primary concern is completion of the ' 
parking lot so that the Circuit Court can. 
open a branch In village hall. 


OTHER BOARD members contacted 


on the matter said they were not con- 
cerned about the hiring of Country Ser- 
vice. Trustee Edward Berger said he had 
no objections "as long as they do a good 
job." Trustee John Koeppen said he did 
not mind as long as prices were checked 
with other firms. 


Passolt said the village previously

Cost of hospital could increase by $2 million

If construction of the Wheeling-Buffalo 


Grove branch of Franklin Boulevard 
Community Hospital does not begin this 
month,- the cost could increase by $2 mil- 
lion, a hospital spokesman said.. • 
, Norman Davis, a Franklin Boulevard 
consultant, made the observation in view 
of renewed speculation over whether the 
hospital is needed. ' 


Comprehensive Health Planning, a lo- 


cal hospital planning agency that must 
approve hospital plans, reviewed the 
Franklin Boulevard plans last-week. "I 
think we made a good presentation, but 
I'm not sure we~~convinced them a hospi- 
tal is needed to the area," said Davis. 


Approval'by the agency is .-a pre- 


requisite to receiving Blue Cross-Blue 
Shield coverage. .- 


"Comprehensive Health Planning is 


operating under the assumption a hospi- 
tal is not needed," said Davis. "If you 
take it from that standpoint, I'm not opti- 
mistic." 
, 
. 


Davis said the contract for the facility, 


on the east side of Schoenbeck Road just 
souUi of the Wheeling village limits, calls 
for groundbreaking by Dec. 1. If it is not 
started the agreement will have to be 
renegotiated. 


"THE CONTRACTOR.has informed us 


that if construction isn't started by then 
the' cost will go up one to one and three- 
quarters per cent a month," Davis said. 
"The project win-take about 18 months, 
so that would mean a possible increase 
of$2million."'. . 
. ' 


As proposed, the 228-bed facility was 


expected to cost'about $11.3 million, but 
the delay could push the price over $13 
million, Davis said. 


Patrick DeMoon, .executive director of 


Franklin Boulevard, recently said be was 
optimistic Comprehensive Health'Plan- 
ning would approve the plans. 


Approval by the agency is uncertain 


because of a recent report that said 
there is no need for additional hospitals 


in Cook County. Robert Devitt of the 
agency said plans for the Wheeling-Buf- 
falo Grove facility will not be approved 
unless Franklin Boulevard proves that a 
need for the hospital exists. 


BOTH DeMOON AND Davis said, how- 


ever, plans for building the hospital will 
proceed with or without the approval of 
the agency. 


Without approval from Comprehensive 


Health Planning and a Blue Cross-Blue 
Shield contract, Franklin Boulevard 
probably will have difficulty obtaining fi- 
nancing. 
, ' 


A state law allows the hospital to fi- 


nance part of the construction with gen- 
eral obligation bonds purchased through 
the county or municipality in order to 
obtain lower interest rates. Unless the 
hospital can show financing agencies it 
has a Blue Cross contract, however, the 
agencies are reluctant to commit finan- 
cial support. 


Shopping Center has been closed while 
improvements were being made and for 
median installation about 600 feet north 
of the intersection.

Some sewer and road shoulder work 


still must be done and Gillon said'the 
entranceway wili stay closed until 'Its 
completion. "We hate to work'under traf- 
fic," he said.

ther, drain faster and eliminate mainte- 
nance problems that might have oc- 
curred if the weather bad been colder.

GILLON ALSO said state officials have 


not yet handed down a decision on 
whether an estimated $10,000 to $11,000 
saved on the Dundee Road median com- 
promise can be used for landscaping the 
dividers. 


Last September, village officials and 


community business leaders agreed on a 
plan calling for alternating sections of 
mountable and landscaped medians for- 
the two-mile stretch of the Buffalo Grove, 
roadway. 


The savings comes from the use of top 


soil rather than asphalt on the land- 
scaped sections.

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Young and Mikva 
withdraw unfair

Mlkva, withdrew unfair campaign prac- 
tices charges against each other,Sunday 
after a three-man arbitration panel 
heard arguments for more than 28 hours.' 


In a Joint statement, the candidates 


said the dispute could not be resolved 
and continuation of the bearing would 
serve no useful purpose. 


Charges were filed last month with the 


Fair Campaign Practices Committee 
generally alleging each misrepresented 
his opponent's views in his campaign lit- 
erature. - 


Young filed his complaint first, on Oct. 


22. Mikva responded and also entered a 
counter-complaint, 
charging 
misrep- 


resentation by^ Young. 


The final action of Sunday's arbitration 


session apparently surprised supporters 
of both candidates. The session, which 
was conducted in Chicago by the Mid- 
west chapter of the American Arbitration 
Assn., began at 11:30 a.m. Saturday. 


Both candidates and their aides attend- 


ed portions of the* session, which ran 
through the night The hearing was 
closed to the press.

In their statement, the candidates said, 


"It now appears that the hearing cannot 
be completed before Tuesday's election 
and continuation of the hearing can serve 
no useful purpose."

The statement also, noted that findings

The three-man arbitration panel con- 
sisted of Samuel C. Thompson, Granger 
Cook and Richard A. Giangiorgi. 


Young's supporters indicated they felt 


the hearing was worthwhile even though 
their candidate missed several campaign 
appearances and the matter was not re- 
solved. 


They labeled the session the "first po- 


litical arbitration of its kind In the na- 
tion." 


Besides the misrepresentation charges, 


Young also said he believed Mikva's alle- 
gations charging him with a conflict of 
interest in regard to several congression- 
al votes were not violations of any House 
rules. 


Mikva had charged that Young mis- 


stated Mikva's views on several issues, 
including busing and gun control, to the 
voters of the 10th District.

Woods and Cochran have been charged 


with auto (heft for allegedly stealing 
Walker's car.

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Democrats predict big gains...GOP see no disaster 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Democratic 


National Chairman Robert S. Straus* 
Sunday predicted large party gains in 
Tuesday'* national elections but Us Re- 
publican counterpart, Mary Louise 
Smith, said the GOP will do "much bet- 
ter" than expected. 


In their final assessment before the 


Mm post-Watergate elections, Strauss 
volunteered specific predictions in Con- 
gressional and gubernatorial contests but 
Smith refused to "play the numbers 
lame." 


Strauss said the Democrat* would gain 


five Senate seats to bolster their current 
J6-O margin but added that the pickup 
might be as tow as lour or as high as six. 


He also predicted the Democrat* would 


Increase their hold on the House with a 
fain of between 27 and 32 new seat*. The 


current lineup Is 248 Democrats and 187 
Republicans. 


Following the election, "85 to 90 per 


cent of the people in the nation will be 
living under Democratic governors," 
Strauss added, signifying his feeling that 
Democrats will keep or win the state 
bouses In the most populous states. 


Mrs. Smith refused to be pulled into 


specific speculation about the outcome 
of Tuesday's elections, but said, "I 
think we are going to do much better 
than predicted" and added "I see a turn- 
Ing around." She predicted this trend 
would continue until the polls dose. 


"I am convinced this is not going to be 


a disaster because in the long run It Is 
not a referendum on Watergate," Mrs. 
Smith said.

Kissinger slates 
talks in Mideast 
BUCHAREST, Romania (UPI) — Sec- 


retary of State Henry A. Kissinger said 
Sunday he will spend three days hi the 
Middle East conferring with Arab and Is- 
raeli leaders about moving ahead with 
peace talks. 


Kissinger flew from Iran to Romania 


Sunday for talks with President Nlcholae 
Ceaucescu. He said the purpose of his 
Mideast mission was "to consult all par- 
ties in the Middle East on the signifi- 
cance of the Rabat Arab summit and 
possible next'Steps towards a Middle 
East peace." Kissinger said the meetings 
would take place Tuesday, Wednesday 
and Thursday. 


Kissinger's Mideast trip is his second 


in less than a month. It is understood 
that his primary purpose in returning so 
soon is to find out how the Arabs' deci- 
sion to recognize the Palestine Liber- 
ation Organization as the sole spokesman 
for Palestinian people will affect prog- 
ress toward peace. He is reported to be- 
lieve that the PLO recognition has com- 
plicated'the chances of getting negota- 
tions started. 


From Bucharest Kissinger will fly to 


Belgrade to confer with Yugoslav Presi- 
dent Marshal Tito. On Tuesday he will 
make a speech to the opening session in 
the World Food Conference in Rome, 
meeting with Pope Paul VI in the Vati- 
can, confer with leaders of the crisis-rid- 
den Italian government, and then leave 
for Cairo to see Egyptian President An- 
war Sadat. 


Meet to decide 
iate of Cuba 
begins Friday 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - While Secre- 


tary of State Henry A. Kissinger will be 
conspicuous by his planned absence, the 
United States and 20 of its neighbors 
meet Friday to decide the fate of the 
now-controversial economic and political 
sanctions applied against Cuba a decade 
ago. 


When the meeting adjourns Nov. 12, 


the Cuban embargo probably will be a 
thing of the past — ending what many 
Latin Americans consider the final 
traces of the Cold War in the Western 
Hemisphere. The vote, however, may be 
close. 


The five-day meeting of the foreign 


ministers of die Organization of Ameri- 
can States will take place in Quito, Ecua- 
dor. Kissinger is on another of his round- 
the-world diplomatic trips, and Deputy 
Secretary of State Robert Ingersoll will 
be the senior American official at the 
Quito conference. 
"Although the U.S. remained officially 
uncommitted as of this weekend, Latin 
American diplomats in Washington felt 
certain the Ford Administration would 
not oppose halting the ineffective em- 
bargo since the U.S. already has begun 
reviewing its own policy toward Cuba.

A welter of indicators show the trou- 


bled state of the U.S. economy, beset by 
both inflation and recession. 


Although these statistics are issued 


separately, they must be viewed together 
to paint the full picture. 


• Prices: The Consumer Price Index 


increased in September by 1.2 per cent. 
If sustained, this would translate into an 
annual Increase in consumer prices of 
14.4 per cent. In the first nine months of 
this year, prices rose more than they did 
in all of last year. 


• Inflation: Measured by a broader 


gauge — called the GNP "deflator," a 
measurement preferred by economists — 
Inflation's pace was at an annual rate of 
11.5 per cent during the July-September 
period of 1974. 


• Wholesale prices: A partial harbin- 


ger of things to come, wholesale prices 
rose by one-tenth of 1 per cent in Sep- 
tember, the smallest increase in 11 
months and equivalent to a 1.2 per cent 
annual rate. This was well below the 3.7 
per cent annual rate recorded in August. 


• Unemployment: Joblessness rose to 


6 per cent in October, the highest in 
three years. The number of unemployed 
persons looking for work reached 5.5 mil- 
lion out of a civilian work force of 92 . 
million. In October of 1973, unemploy- 
ment measured 4.6 per cent. 


• Output: The nation's "real" Gross 


National Product, a measure of output of 
goods and services adjusted to eliminate 
the distortions of Inflation, declined in 
fre third quarter of 1974 at an auual rate 
of 2.9 per cent. This was the third con- 
secutive drop. One common definition of 
recession is a decline for two consecutive 
quarters in GNP. 


• Industrial output: Production of U.S.

Ford closing 3 plants, GM 
sets cutbacks due to sales 


DETROIT (UPD — Ford Motor Co. Is 


closing three car assembly plants for one 
week starting today and Chrysler Corp. 
is closing one, idling more than 13,000 
workers at a time of deepening concern 
in the entire industry. 


In addition, General Motors Corp. said 


it will cut back production at four of its 
plants for one week starting Nov. 11. 


Among other workers involved in the 


Ford cutback are employes at a parts 
facility in Chicago. Ford said it is laying 
off 1,000 workers indefinitely as part of 


its austerity program. Most of them 
work in 10 parts facilities in New York, 
Ohio, Indiana dnd Michigan as well as 
Chicago. 


The cutbacks, earliest in a new car 


year In recent times, follow lagging car 
sales. Sales so far this year are off near- 
ly 22 per cent and new car introduction is 
the poorest in 10 years.

unemployed total to 51,000.

son, lieutenant governor for the area dis- 
trict, believed the Elk Grove club would 
not lose its charter. He said he consid- 
ered It more likely, instead, that mem- 
bers who choose to continue to back Miss 
Clark will be dropped from the Kiwanis 
membership rolls. 


A majority of members of the local 


club voted to defy the order to oust Miss 
Clark, but Myerson said the vote did not 
reflect the septlments of the entire club. 


"There are too many members who 


have indicated they want to remain Ki- 
wanlans," Myerson told The Heald. "The 
club will probably lose some members 
who just don't want to abide by the Ki- 
wanis constitution, which bars women 
from joining." 


MISS CLARK was asked to join the 


club last February when her name was 
included in a bulk mailing. Her appli- 
cation and membership were processed 
through the international organization 
and approved without problems. 


When the international became aware

Democrat Betty Spence has criticized 
U.S. Rep. Philip Crane, R-12th, for sup* 
port ho has received from two groups 
she described as right-wing. 


But Crane responded by saying he Is 


proud of his backing by the two organiza- 
tion*, the National Taxpayers Union and 
the National Assn. of Businessmen. 


Mrs. Spence, who is opposing Crane In 


his bid for a third full term, also charged 
that Crane has misrepresented the 
amount of financial support she n re- 
ceives from labor unions, 
amount of financial support she re- 
ceiving 80 per cent of her campaign 
funds from organized labor when in fact 
she has only received 61 per cent of her 
funds from unions. 


But Crane responded that his figures 


also Indicate a 61 per cent level of con- 
trlbutlnons by labor to Mrs. Spence's 
campaign. 


At a press conference Friday, Mrs. 


Spence also charged that: 


• Crane is affiliated with a publication 


called the Inflation Survival Letter, 
which preaches a theory of Individual 
survival through the hoarding of gold, 
food and ammunition. (The publication 
lists Crane as a contributing editor.) • 


• Crane absented himself from Con- 


gress In October 1973, to enjoy a cruise 
aboard the rented Queen Elizabeth II to 
Inspect an oil refinery In Canada, under 
the auspices of oil mogul John Shaheen. 


Mrs. Spence said eight members of the 


National Taxpayers Union are prominent 
contributors to right-wing conservative 
publications and organization!, end two 
of them are members of the John Birclf 
Society. 


In response to Mrs. Spence' charges, 


Crane: 


• Confirmed that he was acquainted 


with six of the eight persons named by 


Mrs. Spence, and described one of them 


— Ludwig Van Mlses, now deceased — ' 


as "one of the most respected economists 
In the world." 


• Denied that he bad any connection 


with the Inflation Survival Letter. Crane 
said he was not aware of the publication 
until be received Inquiries about It dur- 
ing this campaign, and said be has in- 
structed a staff aide to contact the publi- 
cation and demand that his name be re- 
moved from its masthead. 


• Confirmed that he and his wife bad 


taken the Queen Elizabeth tour, at the 
Invitation of Sbaneen, a native of Tam- 
plco, 111., and declared that he missed 
only routine votes in Congress during the' 
cruise. 


Crane said he Is proud of his support 


from the National Taxpayers Union and 
the National Assn. of Businessmen. As 
part of his campaign literature, he has 
featured the NTU's 100 per cent rating of 
his voting record, and that the NAB 
rates him the "third best" member of 
the Congress on anti-Inflation matters. 


Mrs. Spence accused Crane of mount- 


ing a last-minute campaign of mis- 
representation of both her finances and 
his own. She charged that only 3 per cent 
of his campaign financing comes from 
the 12th Congressional District, and that - 
74 per cent Is from unidentified sources. 


She also said that while Crane has said 


be returned 97,000 In contributions from 
special interest groups, that his own fi- 
nancial disclosure statements show only 
$600 has been returned.

How to be an election judge for a day 


Tomorrow1! election will bring each 


voter face to face with the people who 
really make an election happen: the pot- 
ling place judges. Thlf year. Herald staff 
writer Jill Bettner became an election 
Judge to report on their training and ac- 
tivities election day. Her first report:

Armed with a raft of forms, affidavits, 


lists and rule books, election judges will 
man the polling places for Tuesday's 
general election. These ordinary citizens 
arc charged with the responsibility of 
making sura the votes of every other or- 
dinary citizen are properly cast, counted 
and recorded. 


Figuring out just which forms are to 


bo Initialed, signed or countersigned will 
probably bo the biggest headache most 
election judges wilt face In the Northwest 
Suburbs, where political leaders on both 
sides claim elections are practically 
iqucoky clean. 
| Tho words "vote fruad," weren't even 
mentioned, for example, at a training 
jscsslon for election judges conducted 
'earlier this week by the Wheeling Town- 
Vhlp Republican Organization. 
• There was no talk of ghost voting and 
.no warnings to judges to be on the look- 
tout for tho kinds of strong-arm tactics 
;reportedly used by some Chicago Demo- 
;crotlc precinct captains for years to get 
Itho vote out for Machine candidates. 
! JUDGES WERE told to carefully veri- 
fy voter registrations, watch how they 
;asslst voters and to check tho credentials 
lot anyone hanging around the polling 
!places, but more tlmo was spent dis- 
Jcusslng other procedures. 
• A panel of four Republican election 
•judges described as having "over 20 
lyears of experience between them" took 
,' turns going over various sections of the 
Jru'o book prepared for judges by Cook 
{County Clerk Stanley T. Kusper Jr. 
• The 24-page booklet outlining tho duties 
;and responsibilities of judges rivals a 
Jbook of military regulations in the use of 
| bureaucratic jargon. / 
' It describes In detail which voters ore- 
I to uso which affadavlts under what clr- 
jcumstances, who can vole by absentee 
[ballot and how, legal and Illegal ballot 
(markings and how to prepare "tally 
lists," "certificate of results" and "spe- 
cial returns" forms. There Is also infor- 
mation on write-in votes and several 
pages stating the penalties for anyone 
who violates election laws. 


After translating much of the booklet 


for the benefit of about 10 new judges 
j attending the training session, the "old- 


timers" offered some words of wisdom 
gained from experience. 


THEY SUGGESTED, for example, that 


judges make sure there are available 
electrical outlets for the voting ma- 
chines, adequate light for voters to see 
well enough Inside the cardboard booths 
to mark paper ballots and that tables 
and chairs are provided for judges. 


Novice judges were advised to get a 


good night's sleep to moke It to the pol- 
ling places by 5:30 a.m. and warned 
about the tricky procedure for opening 
tho voting machines at the end of the 
day. 


It also was recommended that judges 


pay special attention when completing 
tho most important form of all — tho 
election judge's payroll voucher. Judges 
will receive $25 each for serving and 
those who attended special training ses- 
sion, offered by Kuspcr's staff will get 
an additional $10. 


In addition to the money, judges will 


also be provided with sweet rolls the 
morning of the election, but it was sug- 
gested that those working together in the 
same precinct get together sometime be- 
fore Tuesday to discuss lunch plans. 


THIS ELECTION will be easier for 


election judges to handle than some be- 
cause there will only be two paper bal- 
lots, one to vote on a state constitution 
amendment and another to vote for Uni- 
vcrsty of Illinois trustees. All other bal- 
lots will be tabulated by machine. 


In determining correct machine totals, 


judges will be required to multiply votes 
for state representative by 1, 1% or 3. 
Even most of that work will be taken 


care of for judges because they will be 
given a "crib sheet" of answers already 
computed for many situations. 


Despite assertions by both Republican 


and Democrat party officials that they 
do not expect problems more serious 
than those covered In the Republican or- 
ganization's training session, judges and 
other poll workers have been urged by 
Chicago's anti-vote-fraud organization 


Project LEAP (Legal Elections in -All 
Precincts) to watch for any suspicious 
activities. 


THE ORGANIZATION has conducted 


its own training for Chicago election 
judges in problem precincts since 1971. 
LEAP representatives have said if the 
organization learns of a substantial num- 
,ber cf irregularities in Tuesday's elec- 
tion, it may become involved in training 
suburban election judges next year. 


Judges presently are recruited and 


trained by township committeemen and 
their assistants. Five judges are as- 
signed to each precinct and the number 
of Republican versus Democrat judges In 
each precinct Is determined by the way 
the vote went in the precinct in the last 
gubernatorial election in 1972. 


In the largely Republican Wheeling 


Township, for example, there will be 
three Republican and -two Democrat 
judges in most precincts. In the precincts 
where the majority of votes cast were 
for Governor Daniel Walker, the num- 
bers will be reversed with-three Demo- 
crat judges and two Republican judges. 
If the precinct vote was split, judges are 
placed according to the way the vote 
went hi the overall township. 


Therefore, the majority of judges in 


precincts split in 1972 will be Republican 
for this election. '

without actually vetoing the entire 
bill. 


Opponents of this law have pro- 


posed the blue ballot constitutional 
amendment as a curb to what they 
believe are unreasonable veto pow- 
ers held by the governor. They 
charge that the amendatory veto 
power allows the governor to write 
legislation and thus steal a power 
away from the legislature. 


But the amendatory veto, in our 


opinion, serves a valuable purpose, 
for it allows the governor to block 
"sneak" provisions which damage 
otherwise worthwhile legislation. 


Without the governor's ability to 


amend legislation, an undesirable 
device called "conference com- 
mittees" are used in the last days 
of the legislature to work out dif- 
ferences between House and Sen- 
ate versions of the same bill. 


That's'where the pork-barrel ri- 


ders are tacked onto legislation, 
and it creates the need for the 
amendatory veto to permit the gov- 
ernor to make desirable changes. 
Otherwise, he'd be forced to pass 
or veto the entire bill. 
- - 


The amendatory veto power al- 


ready has been partially defined by 
the Illinois Supreme Court, which 
ruled that Gov. Richard Ogilvle 
had exceeded the scope of the new 
power and had'actually rewritten a 
bill, rather than merely amending 
portions of it. 


If the amendatory veto power is 


to be changed, the courts are the 
best forum for change. A "no" vote 
tomorrow will reject an unwise leg- 
islative effort to change it by Con- 
stitutional amendment. 


It isn't enough to ignore the blue 


ballot, for if you fail to vote "no" 
on it, you're increasing the statis- 
tical chances that this unfortunate 
'measure will be approved. Vote 
first on the machine, and then 
mark your blue ballot "no" in or- 
der to preserve th« governor's 
right of amendatory veto.

National races reviewed

Hero's a wrap-up of what to expect In 


tomorrow'! Senate, House and guberna- 
torial races across the nation. 


US. SENATE 


After the 1934 election, there were so 


many Democrats that some of them had 
to sit in a row of seats called the "Che- 
rokee Strip" on the Republican aide of 
tho chamber. 


No ooe expects a replay of 1936 this 


year. The Democrats are not going to 
have 75 senators otter tomorrow's elec- 
tion. 


But everyone, Republicans included, 


anticipate that the Democrats will tight- 
en their control over the Senate — an 
unbroken dominance that now spans 20 
yean. 


Going into the elections, the Democrats 


bold a 58-42 edge. While everyone ex- 
pects the Democrats to add to their mar- 
gin, the speculation runs anywhere from 
two to eight, with the common denomina- 
tor four or five. 


Six GOP Incumbents are in danger of 


defeat. They are Sens. Peter H. Dornln- 
Ick of Colorado, Robert Dole of Kansas, 
Marlow W. Cook of Kentucky, Jacob K. 
Javlts of Now York, Henry Bellmon of 
Oklahoma and Milton Young of North 
Dakota. 


Of the 34 Senate seats at stake, 20 are 


held by Democrats and 14 by Republl- 
cans, which on the surface would give 
the GOP more targets. But included In 
tho 20 are Democratic seals In five South- 
ern states, where the Republicans have 
no chance. 


Outside the South, the Democrats are 


fielding such entrenched and seemingly 
unbeatable veterans as Sens. Warren G. 
Magnum of Washington, Daniel K. In- 
ouyo of Hawaii, Abraham Rlbicotf of 
Connecticut and Gaylord Nelson of Wis- 
consin, plus seasoned but Just as formi- 
dable candidates as Allan Cranston of 
California and Thomas Eagletoo of Mis- 
souri. 


That leaves the Republicans with slim 


pickings. 


Thfir beet bets to pick up seats are 


probably in Alaska, where the OOP's 
C.R. Lewis is challenging Mike Gravel; 
Nevada, where Sen. Alan Bible is retir- 
ing and the Republicans are going with 
former Gov. Paul Laxalt against Lt 
Gov. Harry M. Reid; and lows, where 
Republican DavU Stanley Is going 
against Rep.

Last Friday The Herald announced its

If we allow our vital industries to' 
fan into foreign hands, we will be truly 
helpless In times of crisis. Thus a limit 
on foreign investment-to our industry 
seems essential.

various state offices are on the same bal- 
lot and under the same party label as 
judges, elections of judges are deter- 
mined by straight party voting, not on 
the qualifications of judges but by the 
popularity of "heads of the ticket," that 
is, the President, U. S. Senator or gover- 
nor, as the case may be. 


Once a judge is elected, be then "runs 


against himself," on a "retention" ballot 
on the question, should he be retained in 
office. If he receives 60 per cent of the 
votes cast, he Is automatically retained 
in office. 


In so serious a situation, the first elec- 


tion of a judge should be the result of 
careful consideration by the voters and 
careful casting of their ballots for the 
judges, themselves, and not by the vac- 
uum cleaner style suction which now 
draws judges into office by votes cast for 
candidates for other offices — "heads of 
the ticket" candidates.

family that founded the Brunswick Corp., a multi-million- 
dollar sporting goods-producing conglomerate whose success 
has enabled Bensinger to accumulate several hundred thou- 
sand dollars from a trust fund bearing his name. 


Bensinger is a graduate of Yale University, where he was a 


track man. He lives with his wife. Judy, a physician, in an 
apartment In a posh Near North Side Chicago neighborhood. 
They regularly attend performances of the world famous Chi- 
cago Symphony Orchestra (Judy Is head of the Orchestral 
A.wn.'» women's Junior governing board). Their names often 
pop up in society columns. And, while Dr. Bensinger prac- 
tices part-time at Inner-city Head Start health centers, her 
husband is Jobless In day-and-night pursuit of his election 
goal. 


IT W WRONG to say Bensinger doesnt have the necessary 


credentials to serve as the county's $29,SOO-a-year sheriff. He 
was a business executive at Brunswick Corp. until entering 
state government five years ago. His most notable positions 
were chairman of the Illinois Youth Commission, director of 
the state Dcpt. of Corrections and executive director of the 
Chicago Crime Commission, all Jobs in which he was appoint- 
ed. It's Just that ho seems out of place on the handshaking 
circuit, For all his money and grace, he still commits awk- 
ward, but necessary, acts of courage in the public eye. 


LIKE THE NIGHT a month ago when Ella Fitzgerald sang 


at Mill Run Theater In Niks. A good portion of the seats were 
filled with Bensinger supporters as part of a fund-ralser. Ben- 
singer placards were everywhere, as was the candidate him- 
self, shaking hands and passing out literature with his picture 
and words on It 


When (ho gracious Miss Fitzgerald finished her usual rous- 


ing range of songs and was receiving a standing ovation, 
Bensinger bopped up on stage with Illinois' Miss Black Teen- 
ager on one arm and an arrangement of roses on the other to 
give to the songstress. 


"Ella," said the graying 38-year-old candidate, "you were 


marvelous as always." It was a good start, but then he said, 
"Thank you for being at my evening." Then, "I'm sure ev- 
eryone here knows we can have a better system of Justice in 
this country." The non-Bensinger fans booed and Ella fidg- 
eted, unaccustomed as she is to being upstaged, as the speech 
went on.

The once-paper list of Judicial candl- 


dates has moved to Cook County voting 
machines for Tuesday's election, but the 
decision-making will not be easier. 


Seventy-one candidates, who seek ei- 


ther retention or election as judges, will 
be listed on suburban ballots. 


To aid voters, three organizations — 


the Chicago Bar Assn., the Chicago 
Council of Lawyers and the Independent 
Voters of Illinois — review and rank ju- 
dicial candidates. 


The ranking processes differ. The re- 


sults often disagree. The problem of ac- 
curacy Is Immense. 


In 1874, most Democratic candidates 


are current judges who were appointed 
to fill Circuit Court vacancies by the Illi- 
nois Supreme Court. No Republican Cir- 
cuit Court candidate is a current judge, 
creating "an Inherent Imbalance in the 
nature of the Information available about 
the candidates," the Council of Lawyers 
said. 


THE RESULTS OF membership sur- 


veys by the two law groups indicate po- 
litical leanings of members who partici- 
pated In the surveys. The Chicago Bar 
Assn. found only four current Democrat- 
ic judges who are seeking retention "not 
qualified," although the Council of Law-

yen* total was 13 and the IVI count was 
IS. 


The bar association also .endorsed all. 


Democrats running in contested races. In 
three of the 21 races, Republicans 
"shared" endorsement with Democrats 
because the vote was within five per 
cent. 


The key agreement of the three organi- 


zations Involved the "not qualified" rat- 
ing of four Circuit Court judges seeking 
retention — James Crosson, Alphonse 
Wells, Herbert Friedlund and David Lef- 
kovits. 


CROSSON RECEIVED a 47 per cent 


rating from the bar association. The 
Council of Lawyers said Crosson, a Law 
Division Judge, is "one of the worst and 
Incompetent judges on the bench." 


Wells, who recently was transferred 


from the criminal to the law division, 
lacks legal knowledge, is biased toward 
state prosecutors and unqualified, the 
Council of Lawyers said. Wells received 
the lowest rating, 39 per cent, of reten- 
tion candidates in the bar association 
poll. 


Friedlund, a Divorce Division judge 


with a 46 per cent bar association rating, 
is "typically mechanical" in setting 
alimony and child support payments, the 
Council of Lawyers said. 


Lefkovits, 74, was one of seven judges 


who received "not qualified" lawyers' 
council ratings because of age. Illinois 
law requires mandatory retirement at 70, 
but the seven candidates are protected 
by a "grandfather" clause in the '1964 
state judicial law. 


Other retention candidates who are 


older than 70 include: Joseph Burke, 96, 
an Appellate Court candidate; Robert 
Hunter, 74, Emmett Morrissey, 70, 
Charles Koran, 74, John Dempsey, 73, 
and George Fiedler, 70. 


DESPITE THEIR AGES, Dempsey, an 


Appellate Court retention candidate, Ho- 
ran and Hunter were rated "qualified" 
by the council Hunter is presiding judge 
in the Divorce Division and was called 
its "best judge." 


The IVI and the Council of Lawyers 


agreed on "not qualified" ratings for oth- 
er retention judges who received bar as- 
sociation endorsement with the lowest 
percentage votes. 


Rated "not qualified" by the council 


and IVI (with Council of Lawyers' com- 
ments in parentheses) were George Fied- 
ler (age 70, limited legal ability); Helen 


McGillkuddy (humane and sensitive in 
adoption cases but lacking legal ability); 
Edward Phadrak (mechanical); Robert 
SulsU (found guilty by the Illinois Courts 
Commission of prejudicial conduct in 
1974); Louis Weder (weak and in- 
decisive) and Frank Wilson (state-mind- 
ed, lacks diligence, biased against black 
defendants). 


NATHAN COHEN, a Chancery Divi- 


sion judge, received a confusing rating. 
Cohen was second lowest in the bar asso- 
ciation percentage ranking and is "not 
qualified" according to the IVI. But the 
lawyers' council added a "qualified" rat- 
ing, despite a report that he "is widely 
described as being among the worst of- 
fenders in the practice of seeking out ev- 
ery opportunity to appoint 'cronies' to fill 
lucrative positions as guardians receiv- 
ers." 


Cohen has "substantial legal ability," 


the council said. 


In contested, non-retention races, four 


candidates were rated "outstanding" by 
the Council of Lawyers — Edward Egan 
of the Appellate Court, Paul Gerrlty of 
the Municipal Division, Joseph Schnei- 
der, chief of the county's mental health 
court, and John Nordberg, a Republican 
and attorney since 1950. 


Nordberg was not endorsed by the bar

Impotence Is a symptom, not a diagnosis. Of course, be

Many men an afraid to see a doctor about any problems 


related to sexual function. They seem to think this Is too 
gnat a sham« to share 'with someone else. So they suffer, 
often needlessly, in silence. So do their wives, many voicing 
or thinking the thoughts you express. 


IMPOTENCE OFTEN is psychological It may be related 


to factors the person Is totally unaware of. It often requires 
professional help to solve these problems. Sometimes the 
whole thing is related to self-confidence. A failure, even after 
an evening of too many cocktails, will be overemphasized and 
fear of failure takes over. When the man's confidence is re- 
stored, sometimes even with a useless medicine be has faith 
In, his capacity may return as If by magic. 


In other instances impotence is an indication of illness. It 


can be a sign of unrecognUed diabetes. In these problems the 
diabetes affects the nerves to the sexual organs and the nor- 
mal mechanisms no longer work. Early.control of diabetes 
probably helps to prevent this complication. 


There are now techniques, some experimental and others 


fairly well accepted, where selected patients can have a flex- 
ible splint implanted which helps a great deal for impotence 
from nerve involvement in diabetes or after surgery. They 
have no place in treatment of impotence from psychological 
causes. 


IMPOTENCE can be a symptom of circulation problems to 


the pelvic area. A careful examination of the circulation may 
demonstrate the cause. Some types of surgery In selected 
patients will relieve the problems. 


A small number of problems ore related to decreased out- 


put of male hormone. This usually involves a somewhat older 
man. Even so, about half of men 75 yers or older are still 
potent, and there are medical records of men well over 100 
who have remained completely potent in all respects.

Radioactive fat treatment 
may help in cancer detection 


RICHMOND, Va. (UPI) _ A breath 


test given after digestion of a tiny radio- 
active butter fat capsule has been 87 per 
cent effective in detecting cancerous tu- 
mors and may bolrLthe key to early de- 
tection of the disease, Medical College of 
Virginia researchers say. 


The carbon-14-laced capsule developed 


mainly by Dr. Giovanni Costa is given 
orally . to suspected cancer patients. 
Twenty-four hours later the breath test Is 
administered to measure the presence of 
radioactive carbon dioxide. 


Research on humans and animals has 


shown that amounts of radioactive car- 
bon dioxide above a certain level in- 
dicates the presence of a tumor. 


COSTA SATO THAT while cancer's 


eroding effect on fat has been known for 
some time, it isn't known if tumors ac- 
celerate fat breakdown or whether they 
short circuit the normal metabolising of 
fats. 


Costa said the test was administered to 


160 persons including healthy volunteers, 


known cancer victims, persons with Ill- 
nesses other than cancer, and persons 
With i 


Costa said in several cases involving 


unknown l'ip«WT the capsule-breath test 
Indicated cancer with subsequent exam- 
inations revealing the presence of tu- 
mors, some of them "very tiny." 


Ho said the carbon-14 level is the ex- 


haled carbon dioxide was generally high- 
er for cancer victims than for others and 
the test was about 90 per cent effective 
when given to known cancer patients. 
The most current general cancer detec- 
tion test is about 60 per cent accurate. 


AN MCV SPOKESMAN said there 


were a few "false, positive" results when 
the breath test was administered, notab- 
ly among patients with high fever, over- 
active thyroid and cirrhosis of the liver. 


The spokesman said the first two ail- 


ments are known to erode fat stores, but 
that the positive result from the cirrhosis 
patient was a mystery.

Toni O'Donncll is a lady with talent 


and time. She Is a master at all the 
popular crafts and has gone a step 
further to Invent some of her own. 


Her newest endeavor Is scquin-bc- 


speckled shirts, each with a unique, 
I n d i v i d u a l i z e d pattern. Mrs. 
O'Donncll calls them "hobbies and 
sports shirts." 


"It started out as my way to give 


novel gifts that were meant for my 
friends alone — a thought jusf for 
them," said Mrs. O'Donnell, of 
Mount Prospect. But, everyone who 
saw the shirts found patterns that re- 
minded them of a certain someone. 
Now Toni Is busy putting together or- 
ders for friends, relatives and friends 
of friends. Her three daughters also 
wear her designs. • 


The Intricate workmanshp must be 


viewed to be appreciated. For the- 
sewing buff, Mrs. O'ConncU has 
created a pattern incorporating 
spools of crimson and kelly green 
thread, a tape measure complete 
w i t h numbers and quarter-Inch 
marks, a silver thimble and a needle 
pulling thread. 


A golfer might choose a model with 


a green tec centered with a red flag, 
tiny white balls of pearl and silver 
clubs. Many of the designs combine 
several objects, yet they remain deli- 
cate and cosily recognizable — truly 
eye-catching. 


For her friend the martini-drinker, 


Toni sculpted, on a block back- 
ground, a glass of gold sequins. The 
finishing touch was a green olive 
stuffed with a red pimento. In the 
same vein was her rendition of a 
champagne glass, bursting with bub- 
bly. 


"I hove patience because I like to 


see the picture emerge," said Mrs. 
O'Donnell. "I think I'm a frustrated 
artist at heart." 


Besides a natural talent,for hand- 


work, Toni has plenty of time for 
crafts. Her kidneys no longer func- 
tion, making It necessary for her to 
spend six hour periods, three times a 
week, having her blood purified 
through dialysis. 


"With kidney, disease. I don't often 


sleep well at night and I stay close to 
homo during the day. So, Instead of 
wasting that time, I do something 
constructive. This Is my latest proj- 
ect." said the petite, vivacious hdy. 


"I would rather work and bo creat- 


ive with my hands than anything else 
in the world," she said. "I'm fortu- 
nate that it comes naturally." . 
' She Is also a perfectionist. "It's of- 
ten hard to get the seed pearls where 
I want them. Many times en object 
Isn't the way I had pictured It so I go 


back and do It again," she continued. 


In addition to her current beading, 


binge, Mrs. O'Donnell embroiders, 
knits, sews, does crewel work, nee- 
dlepoint and any other craft imagi- 
nable. Her flower-ladened bathroom 
hangings, made from bathtowels, 
were sold-In several area stores a 
few years ago. 


"I switched to the shirts because I 


can do them sitting down. My health 
Isn't as good as it was before," she 
said. "I consider these crafts hob- 
bles, not a business, but when I 
stopped to figure out the profit on my 
bathroom pictures, I realized that I 
was making them for nothing." 


Toni likes the designing segment of 


her creations the best. "I hate mak- 
ing the shirts," she confessed. She 
prefers that people ordering them 
purchase or sew the shirts'them- 
selves. She will then adorn the shirts 
with colorful, unique designs, of 
which she has more than 25 already 
mapped out 


Toni welcomes new Ideas, how- 


ever. The biggest projects, "taking 
three times the amount of time and 
beads," are the bicycle, the tennis 
racket and the/plant, which she de- 
signed for. her daughter with the 
green thumb. 


Using a family 10-spccd bike for 


a model, Toni has come up with a 
r e s p l e n d e n t replica with silver 
spokes, curving handlebars and a 
streamlined body. The tennis racket, 
Is an elaborate maze of webbing, 
with a colorful handle for pizzazz. A 
favorite for children Is the rhlnestone 
rabbit with a puff of yarn for Peter's 
cotton tall and tiny silver whiskers. 


Toni first designs a pattern that 


would lend ItseU to beading, then 
transfers the pattern onto a shirt 
with ordinary tracing paper. Next, 
the work begins, with each bead 
stitched on separately. She uses a 
combination of slender, tubular 
beads for straight lines, rounded 
pearls or rhlnestoncs for curves and 
sequins for a fluffy, overlapping ef- 
fect as on the foaming soda glass or 
Santa's beard. 


The shirts Toni has fashioned for 


her friends have definite messages 
behind them. There's the telephone, 
which she made for a departed 
neighbor with whom she spends 
much time conversing over the 
wires. There's a champ shirt for an- 
other friend who excels In many 
sports. 


"The hardest part of this craft is 


lettering," sold Mrs. O'Donnell, "be- 
cause it Is difficult to find beads 
small enough." It takes her on the 
average of five hours to bead one 
shirt. They're personalized presents 
— glittering gifts.

license, which means she'll be qualified to skipper ships. 


"I'm not the first In the world," said this lovely brunette of 29 years. 


"In Russia, the men and women have always been equal In the maritime. 
I Just happened to be the first woman in Finland." 


Her employer. Flagship Cruises, believes she is the first to attain first 


officer rank in Scandinavia as well as In the whole world of cruise ships. 


In contrast, the maritime Industry In the United States has Just opened 


its doors to women, permitting enrollment In the four-year course at the 
U.S. Maritime Academy, Kings Point, N. Y. 


THE RULE that women might work toward a commission in the U.S. 


Naval Reserve'came from the Commerce Department, which runs the- 
service academy. The 14 women who entered Kings Point last August are 
still there studying with 320 men in the first year class. 


Miss Rauramo is the first mariner In the family. A grandfather was a 


priest; other relatives were lawyers; her father teaches languages. 


She took secretarial courses and trained for law before, compelled "by

payer Is obligated to pay, each year for 
the next 14 years, the rate being approxi- 
mately $15 for each real estate tax bill of 
$750. The higher the tax bill, the more 
the taxpayer will have to pay even 
though he would receive indcntlcal privi- 
leges and services that others receive. 
But this Is another subject.

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Schaumburg tips Hersey for 'Super' crown

It was the smallest of margins but the 


biggest of prizes. . 


By a single point Friday evening the 


Schaumburg Saxons became the gridiron- 
lords of the Mid-Suburban League. The 
•core was 74 over defending Super Bowl 
champion Hersey and the game was ev- 
ery bit as dose as that score, decided 
finally by an extra-point kick.

But the gritty Saxons, the upstarts of 


the MSL, knocked off the vaunted Husk- 
ies on Honey's own field, using a simple 
option offense led by junior quarterback 
Russ Zonca. The 5-foot-ll 180-pound Sa- 


xon slgnalcaHer stowed the desire of a 
winner and, in the end, it was his run- 
ning that made the difference. 


Zonca ran Inside, he ran outside, be 


ricocheted off a tremendous number el 
enemy Jerseys and spewed up a lot of 
dust and tnrf. Zonca also ran across the 
goal line to pun Us Saxons back Into the 
ball game In the late going and set the 
stage for the upset verdict 


Schaumburg's tally came three plays 


into the fourth quarter after they bad 
trailed by a 6-0 count for nearly two full 
periods and speculation was on the in- 
crease about on infallible Hersey de- 


fense. It was a 55-yard gallop by Zonca 
that set up the stalemate and a boot 
from the veteran toe of Roger Bhw that 
quickly dissolved tt. 


The outcome produced several ramifi- 


cations: Coach Bob Ferguson's outfit wffl 
now advance as the circuit's first repre- 
sentative in the state grid playoffs begin- 
ning Wednesday.. 


It also marked the first victory by a 


Dist. 211 school in the five-year-old Super 
Bowl and the third straight major sports 
Utle.scooped up by them (Oonant won 
last year's basketball playoff and Fremd 
captured the succeeding baseball crown). 


The decision abo made it three In a 


row for 211 this fan. following Palatine's 
triumph over the golf circuit and 
Fremd's continuing cross country domi- 
nance. 


The Schaumburg victory Friday came 


neither swiftly nor overpoweringry. Al- 
though there was plenty of running room 
for both dubs, it was the defenses that 
ruled the gridiron. 


Hersey went on a- march to open the 


contest that consumed over half the field 
in 10 plays down to the enemy 16. Ken 
Jaffke and Bob Jones subsequently broke 
through to mi^ hard-nosed Huskie half- 


back Jeff Forster for an eight-yard loss 
and move them out of field goal range. 


So Hersey went for the TO and Mike 


Marx intercepted a Scott Topczewski 
pass on fourth down to snuff out the 
threat. 


The visitors had even less success on 


offense and Hersey was back In control 
following a punt at their own 30 with the 
first period coming to a close. 


This time Topczewski spiced the run- 


ning of Forster with passes to Chip No- 
wak and Chris Vivona in a crisp nine- 
play march to paydiit. The capper was a 
beautifully executed aerial from the. ju- 
nior Huskie quarterback that caught 
Dave Carey on the run in the left corner 
of the end zone from 13 yards out. 


The following extra point kick attempt 


was just a bit wide to the right but it 
seemed hardly significant at the time. 
Hersey was having little difficulty mov- 
ing the ball. 


After trading punts, with the first half 


dosing out, Schaumhurg moved into high 
gear offensively, too. A pass from Zonca 
to Tom Martino and first down scampers 
by both of them were instrumental in a 
49-yard drive penetrating to the Hersey 
16. 


The threat ended there, however, one 


yard shy of a first down and the 64 score 


remained on the board through inter* 
mission. 


In the third stanza the guests stalled 


after three plays and kicked. Hersey 
came back with another long drive, this 
one eating up 61 yards in a dozen plays 
down to the Schaumburg three. The 
Huskies had chalked up a first down at 
the 12 on Topczewski's 18-yard fling t to 
Carey but they moved only nine more 
yards on the next four tries and turned 
control back to the Saxons. 


Thus began a 97-yard thrust to the 


Huskie end zone. Zonca picked up five on 
a broken play and two more up to the ten 
before taking off on his 55-yard Jaunt 
down the right sidelines. He was finally 
pulled down from behind by Roger Ur- 
ban at the host's 35-yard stripe. 


Hersey hdd firm on the next three 


plays, but on fourth down Zonca resorted 
to the quarterback draw, and with great 
second effort he picked up the needed 
seven yards for a new set of downs. Two 
subsequent pltchouts closed the period 
with the ball resting at the Herscy 15. 


To open the fourth quarter It was first

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Hospital cost 
could rise 
by $2 million

If construction of the Whcellng-Buffnlo 


Grovo branch of Franklin Boulevard 
Community Hospital docs not begin this 
month, the cost could Increase by $2 mil- 
lion, a hospital spokesman said. 


Notman Davis, a Franklin Boulevard 


consultant, made the observation In view 
of renewed speculation over whether tho 
hospital Is needed. 


Comprehensive Health Planning, a lo- 


cal hospital planning agency that must 
approve hospital plans, reviewed tho 
Franklin Boulevard plans last week. "I 
think wo made a good presentation, but 
I'm not sure we convinced them a hospl- 
tJl Is needed in the area," said Davis. 


Approval by tho agency Is a pre- 


requisite to receiving Blue Cross-Blue 
Shield coverage. 


"Comprehensive Health Planning Is 


operating under the assumption a hospi- 
tal Is not needed," said Davis. "If you 
take It from that standpoint, I'm not opti- 
mistic." 


Davis said the contract for the facility, 


on the cast sldo of Schoonbcck Road just 
south of the Wheeling village limits, calls 
for groundbreaking by Dec. 1. If it Is not 
started the agreement will have to bo 
renegotiated. 


"THE CONTRACTOR has informed us 


that If construction Isn't started by then 
the cost will go up one to one and three- 
quarters per cent a month," Davis said. 
"Ths project will take about 18 months, 
so that would mean a possible increase 
of $2 million." 


As proposed, the 228-bed facility was 


expected to cost about $11.3 million, but 
the delay could push the price over $13 
million, Davis said. 


Patrick DeMoon, executive director of 


Franklin Boulevard, recently said be was 
optimistic Comprehensive Health Plan- 
ning would approve the plans. 


Appioval by the agency is uncertain 


because of a recent report that said 
there Is no need for additional hospitals 
in Cook County. Robert Devltt of the 
agency sold plans for the Wheeling-Buf- 
folo Grove facility will not bo approved 
unless Franklin Boulevard proves that a 
need for the hospital exists. 


BOTH DeMOON AND Davis said, how- 


ever, plans for building the hospital will 
proceed with or without the approval of 
the agency. 


Without approval from Comprehensive 


Health Planning and a Blue Cross-Blue

probably will have difficulty obtaining fi- 
nancing. 


A state law allows the hospital to fi- 


nance port of the construction with gen- 
eral obligation bonds purchased through 
the county or municipality in order to 
obtain lower Interest rates. Unless tho 
hospital can show financing agencies-It 
has a Blue Cross contract, however, the 
agencies are reluctant to commit finan- 
cial support. 


In addition, without a Blue Cross con- 


tract, the. hospital would not be fully 
reimbursed for costs incurred by pa-( 
tlcnU with that type of health Insurance. 


A SPOKESMAN for Blue Cross 


recently said more than 30 per cent of 
the persons In the United States are in- 
sured by the company. He said it, has 
been tho firm's policy since 1973 to re- 
quire review of all hospital facilities by a 
local planning agency before entering 
into a contract. 


Hospital officials plan to meet with

back wheels of the bus. 


.Bus. driver William J... Raddsevich 


drove away from the scene,.apparently 
unaware of the accident. .He was later 
charged with leaving the scene of an ac- 
cident and was released .on $1,000 bond. 
The Penn boy was treated and released 
at Lutheran General Hospital. 


"THE KID IS okay but why should it 


take a more serious accident before we 
do something about the buses," Mrs. 
Gannon said. "Does a child have to be 
killed before we do anything?

In their statement, the candidates said, 


"It now appears that the hearing cannot 
be completed before Tuesday's election 
and continuation of the hearing can serve • 
no useful purpose." 


The statement also noted that findings

The free textbooks were approved by a 


margin of 9 to 1 with 1,418 voting yes and 
153 voting no. DUt. 54 will now pick up 
the cost of the textbooks Instead of ran* 
ting UM books to parents. Parents had 
been paying $3.50 per year for books 
used In kindergarten and $7.50 for books 
used In first through eighth grades. 


No book fees were charged to parents

4th report of murder expected

Accused killer Ronald Helton will take 


the witness stand today and give what is 
expected to be his fourth version of his 
rate In the murder of an Arlington 
Heights gas station manager five years 
ago. 


Helton, 22. Is charged with the slaying 


of Fred J. Talllon, the 64-year-old night 
manager of the Arlington Park Shell ser- 
vice station, Wllke Road and Euclid Ave- 
nue, In tho predawn hours of Nov. 11, 
1969. 


The bench trial, entering its fourth day 


before Circuit Court Judge Jacques F. 
Hellingoettcr at the Civic Center, already 
has heard, through written statements 
and video tapes, Helton giving three con- 
flicting stories of his role In the fatal 
stabbing of Talllon. 


Two policemen called as defense wit- 


nesses, testified Friday that Helton was 
allowed to leave jail the day after his 
arrest for o holiday meal with his family 
and that they each took him to their 
homes after he was charged with mur- 
der. They also said Helton was given 
money by the Arlington Heights police 
chief while he was expected to be a pros- 
ecution witness. 


A VIDEO TAPE of Helton's third ver- 


sion of the crime was played Friday In 
court. In it the then 17-year-old defendant 
named James Ales as the titter who pur- 
sued Talllon across Wllke Road. Helton 
told how Ales pushed the victim through 
the gas station window after first stab- 
bing him to-prevent a phone call for 
help. Ales then repeatedly stabbed Tall- 
lon in his futile straggles and flight to 
escape, Helton said. 


The tape, taken on Dec. SI, 1988 at the 


Arlington Heights police station, Is In di- 
rect conflict with tapes made Dec. 28 and 
Dec. 27 while Helton was being held in 
the Du Page County jail on other 
charges. 


In the first written statement and 


taped account, Helton said Raymond 
Katttosky was me klDer and that Kit- 
xeosky bad related the story to htm as 
"pointers" on how to commit a robbery 


and a sure method of stabbing someone 
todeatlT. 


The next day Helton changed his story, 


saying he accompanied Katzensky on the 
crime but was unaware that his alleged 
partner was armed. He further said he 
was prevented from intervening by an-, 
other member of the robbery team, Rob- 
ert Fudnl, who held'him' at bay with a 
pistol. 


IN THE THIRD version, Katzensky 


was dropped entirely and replaced with a 
James Lowecke, who Helton said waited 
In the car. 


In this version, Ales rifled the victim's 


pockets of money and took his wedding 
band before returning to the station to 
clean out the cash register, Helton said. 
Again, Helton said, Fuclnl covered him 
with a pistol and the killer pointed the 
weapon at him and called him ''nothing 
but a chicken." 


Helton recounted how the alleged killer 


wiped the knife with a rag and then 
passed around Talllon's wedding band. 
Everyone in the car tried on the ring, 
Helton said. 


"They passed it around. And mine was 


the only one it would go down on," Hel- 
ton said on the tape demonstrating slip- 
ping the ring over"his knuckle. 


He said he did not get a share of the 


187 reported stolen because "I turned 
chicken on them." 


On the tape be was asked why be again 


was changing his story, Helton answered 
that he had been threatened by Ales. He 
said Ales, also being held at the Du Page 
County Jail, passed the word through oth- 
er prisoners that be would be killed if he 
talked. 


ASKED WHY be had named Katzensky 


in earlier versions, Helton said it was 
Ales' plan. "Jim was using him as a 
sucker ... use bun as a sucker all the 
way through." 


Katzensky and Fudni were arrested In 


Georgia white Helton and Ales traveled 
to Florida and back, a trip financed by 
robbing motels. Ales and Helton were ar-' 
rested in Du Page County on other 
charges when they returned in late De- 
cember, 1980. 


After playing the third tape, Asst. 


State's Atty. Lee Hettlnger rested the 
prosecution and defense Attorney Melvin 
Kamm moved for a directed acqidtal of 
Helton. Hellingoetter denied the motion. 


LT. GEORGE EKBLAD, who already 


had appeared for the prosecution, then 
testified that neither he nor other mem- 
bers of the police prompted, coached or 
Induced Helton in his statements of De- 
cember 1969. He said he "never" offered 
the defendant rewards in exchange for 
his cooperation. 


Ekblad denied the defense contention 


that Helton was kept in an unlocked cell 
and was paid to perform chores around - 
the station. 


However, the 15-year police veteran 


testified that Helton was given "cigaret 
money" by Police Chief L. W. Calder- 
wood, and that he (Ekblad) took Helton 
to his home on at least one occasion. Hel- 
ton also was allowed to go with his fami- 
ly on a holiday meal, the day after he 
was charged with murder, but that he 
was escorted by two detectives at the 
time, Ekblad said. 


Helton remained in Arlington Heights 


rather than being transferred to the 
County jail, because Ekblad said he "un- 
derstood" the State's Attorney's office 
had gotten a stay of transfer order be- 
cause Helton, at that time, was going to 
be a witness for the prosecution. 


UNDER CROSS-examlnation, Ekblad 


said that both Helton and his parents 
were glad that he was not taken to the 
County Jail. 


Dei Gene Deck, the second defense 


witness, also testified Helton was not giv- 
en favors nor worked for a salary around 
the police station. However, Deck said he 
also took Helton to his home "once that I 
can recall." 


Deck said Helton remained in the Ar- 


lington Heights lockup because, there 
"was no room for him In the county 
(jail) witness area." 


Helton will be called upon today as the 


last witness to give his version of- Us 
treatment and status while in Jail and his 
part, if any, in the five-year-old crimel

Northwest Toilway at Harrington Road. 


John Sedivy, engineer with the Illinois 


State Toll Highway Authority, said the 
project wiH provide ramps to allow west- 
bound toilway traffic to exit onto both 
north and southbound Barrington Road. 


Currently only one exit services Bar- 


rington Road. It is controlled by a tem- 
porary traffic signal 


Another ramp under construction will 


allow southbound traffic on Barrington 
Road to enter the eastbound toilway. 
Southbound traffic on Barrirgton cur- 
rently has access to the eastbound toll- 
way traffic only by crossing over north- 
bound Barrington Road lanes. 


The work is being done by the Eric 


Bolander Construction Co., Sedivy said. 
Cost is to be $2,913,524 to be paid by the 
toll highway authority. 


The work is the only ramp Improve- 


ment under way along the western part 
of the toilway. 


When the project was announced two 


years ago, work had been scheduled to 
begin in 1973 with completion anticipated 
by this year. 


However, reduced collections along the 


toilway last year due to the energy crisis 
restricted financing for construction and 
delayed the Barrington Road interchange 
work, which will not be finished until 
Sept. 1975.

It was the smallest of margins but the 


biggest of prizes. 


By a single point Friday evening the

Schaumburg's tally came three plays 


into the fourth quarter after they had 
trailed by a 6-0 count for nearly two full 
periods and speculation was on the In- 
crease about an Infallible Hersey de- 
fense. It was a 53-yard gallop by Zonca 
that set up the stalemate and a boot 
from the veteran toe of Roger Blver that 
quickly dissolved it 


The outcome produced several ramifi- 


cations: Coach Bob Ferguson's outfit will 
now advance as the circuit's first repre- 
sentative in the state grid playoffs begin- 
ning Wednesday. 


It also marked the first victory by a 


Dist. 211 school in the five-year-old Super 
Bowl and the third straight major sports 
title scooped up by them (Conant won 
last year's basketball playoff and Fremd 
captured the succeeding baseball crown). 


The decision also made It three In a 


row for 211 this faU, following Palatine's

For Zonca, the triple option quarter- 


back who gained 113 yards on tbe ground 
Friday, the second half proved to be the 
big one.. 


"The coach told me at halftime to get 


off my butt," said the junior slgnalcaller, 
who responded with the key plays that 
helped wipe out Hersey's 6-0 halftime 
lead. 


"Zonca looked terribly slow In the first 


half," said Ferguson. "But we made 
some adjustments In the second half.

Zonca followed his blockers and raced

Arlington Park 
asks to schedule 
120 racing days

Arlington Park Race Track Prcs. John 


F. Loome has asked the Illinois Racing 
Board for 120 days of racing at Arlington 
Park next year, from June 2 to Oct. IB. 


Arlington Park regularly asks for 120 


racing days each year when the racing 
board considers date allocations. How- 
ever the application Is not In any way 
binding on the board which can assign 
any dates It wonts to the various stole 
racing associations. 


The racing board will hold hearings on 


the 1973 schedule Nov. 20-22 In Chicago. 
The date It will consider Arlington 
Park's application has not yet been set. 


This year, Arlington Park had 84 days 


of racing from June 3 to Sept. 7. The 
meeting was one of the most lucrative in 
Illinois history, a fact Loome is likely to 
point to when he appears before the 
board. 


Wagering this summer at Arlington 


Park Increased 21 per cent over the 
track's 1073 season, and attendance was 
up 18 per cent. A total of 1,215,333 per- 
sons wagered $137,943,902. 


ARLINGTON PARK'S application In- 


cludes 60 days for Arlington Park and 60 
days for Washington Pork Race Track, 
with all the racing to be held at-Arling- 
ton Park. Loome is president of both 
race tracks. Both are owned by Madison 
Square Garden Corp. 


In his presentation to the racing board 


a year ago, Loome warned that another 
bad year of racing at Arlington Park this 
summer could lead the raco track's own- 
en to question whether the track should 
remain open. 


Illinois hone racing, he said last year, 


was "at the crossroads." 


After the public hearings later this 


month, the racing board is required by 
law to ancounce the 1975 schedule no lat- 
er than Jan. 1. Summer dates, including 
those requested by Arlington Park, are 
Iho most profitable and keenly contested 
racing days.

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Helton to take witness stand today 


The inside story 
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by JOE SWICKARD 


Accused killer Ronald Helton will take 


the witness stand today and give what is 
expected to be his fourth version of his 
role in the murder of an Arlington 
Heights gas station manager five years 
ago. 


Helton, 22, Is charged with the slaying 


of Fred J. Talllon, the 64-year-old night 
m-jnager of the Arlington Park Shell ser- 
vl'ie station, Wllke Road and Euclid Ave- 
nue, in the predawn hours of Nov. 11, 
1969. 


The bench trial, entering its fourth day 


before Circuit Court Judge Jacques F. 
Helllngoetter at the Civic Center; already 
has heard, through written statements 
and video tapes, Helton giving three con- 
flicting stories of his role in'the fatal 
stabbing of Talllon. 


Two policemen .called as defense wit- 


nesses, testified Friday that'Helton was 
allowed to leave jail the day after his 
arrest for a holiday meal with his family 
and that they each took him to their 
homes after he was charged with mur- 
der. They also said Helton was given 
money, by the Arlington Heights' police 
chief while he was expected to be a pros- 
ecution witness. 


A VIDEO TAPE of Helton's third ver- 


sion of the crime .was played Friday in 
court. In it the then 17-year-old defendant 
named James Ales as the killer who pur- 
sued Tailkm across Wllke Road. Helton 
told how Ales pushed the victim through 
the gas station window after first' stab- 
bing him to 'prevent a phone call for 
help. Ales then repeatedly stabbed Tall- 


Ion in his futile struggles and flight to 
escape, Helton said. 


The tape, taken on Dec. 31,1969 at the 


Arlington Heights police station, is In di- 
rect conflict with tapes made Dec. 26 and 
Dec. 27 while Helton was being held in 
the Du Page County jail' on other 
charges. 


In the first written statement* and 


taped account, Helton said Raymond 
Katzensky was the killer and that Kat- 
zensky had related the story to him as 
"pouters" on how to commit 'a robbery 
and a sure method of stabbing someone 
to death. 


The next day Helton changed his story, 


saying he accompanied Katzensky on the 
crime but was unaware that his alleged 
partner was armed. He further said he 
was prevented from Intervening by an- 
other member of the robbery team, Rob- 
ert Fucini, who held him at bay with a 
pistol. 


IN THE THIRD version, Katzensky 


was dropped entirely and replaced with a 
James Lewecke, who Helton'said waited 
In the car.

In this version, Ales rifled the victim's 


pockets of money and took his wedding 
band before returning to the station to 
clean out the cash register, Helton said. 
Again, Helton said, Fucini covered bun 
with .a pistol and the killer pointed the 
weapon at him and called him "nothing 
but a chicken." 
... 


Helton recotmted.now the alleged killer 


wiped the knife'with a rag and then 
passed around Tallinn's wedding band. 
Everyone in the car tried on the ring, 
Helton said. 


"They passed It around. And mine was 


the only one it would go down on," Hel- 
ton said on the tape demonstrating slip- 
ping the ring over his knuckle. 


He said he did not get a share of the 


$87 reported stolen because "I turned 
chicken on them." 


On the tape he was asked why he again 


was changing his story, Helton answered 
that he had been threatened by Ales. He 
said Ales, also being held at the Du Page 
County jail, passed the word through oth- 
er prisoners that he would be killed If he 
talked. 


ASKED WHY he had named Katzensky 


in earlier versions, Helton said it was 
Ales' plan. "Jim was using him as a 
sucker ... use him as a sucker all the 
way through." 


Katzensky and Fucini were arrested In 


Georgia while Helton and Ales traveled 
to Florida and back, a trip financed by 
robbing motels. Ales and Helton were ar- 
rested hi Du Page County on other 
charges when they returned in late De- 
cember, 1969. 


After playing the third tape, Asst. 


State's Atty. Lee Hettinger rested the 
prosecution and defense Attorney Melvin 
Kamm moved for a directed acquital of 
Helton. Helllngoetter denied the motion. 


LT. GEORGE EKBLAD, who already 


had appeared for the prosecution, then 
testified that neither be nor other mem- 
bers of the police prompted, coached or 
induced Helton in his statements of De- 
cember 1969. He said he "never" offered 
the defendant rewards hi exchange for 
his cooperation. 


Ekblad denied the defense contention 


that Helton was kept in an unlocked cell 
and was paid to perform chares around 
the'station. 


However, the 15-year police veteran 


testified that Helton was given "cigaret 
money" by Police Chief L. W. Calder-: 
wood, and that he (Ekblad) took Helton 
to his home on at least one occasion. Hcl» 
ton also was allowed to go with his fami- 
ly on a holiday meal, the day after he 
was charged with murder, but that he 
was escorted by two detectives at the 
time, Ekblad said. 


Helton remained hi Arlington Heights 


rather than tyeing transferred to the 
County jail, because Ekblad said he "un- 
derstood" the State's Attorney's office 
had gotten a stay of transfer order be- 
cause Helton, at that time, was going to 
be a witness for the prosecution. 


UNDER CROSS-examination, Ekblad. 


said that both Helton and his parents- 
were glad that he was not taken to the 
County Jail. 


Det. Gene Deck, the second defense 


witness, also testified Helton was not giv- 
en favors nor worked for a salary around 
the police station. However, Deck said he 
also took Helton to his home "once that I 
can recall." ' 


Deck said Helton remained in the Ar- 


lington Heights lockup because there 
"was 110 room for him in the county 
(jail) witness area."

through the night The hearing was 
closed to the press.

In their statement, the candidates said, 


"It now appears that the hearing cannot 
be completed before Tuesday's election 
and continuation of the hearing can serve 
no useful purpose."

To meet Woodficld's department stores 


headon, Crawford's management elimi- 


nated some departments completely, and 
expanded the building. Carter said indi- 
vidual clothing departments in the Roll- 
ing Meadows store "compete in size and 
merchandise" with the same depart- 
ments in Woodfleld stores.

WITHOUT THE shopping center asso- 


ciation, the merchants say some of them 
might not be In business at all. The asso- 
ciation provides group advertising, giv- 
ing each member a "bigger bang for his 
buck." The center uses both newspaper 
and radio advertising. Its clientele very 
nearly coincides with the circulation of 
the newspapers that carry the ads, Gar- 
ber said. 


And the association is the vehicle car- 


rying the center into the dry, not letting 


it just be there, but helping it be a com- 
-munlty focal point. Senior citizens sold 
handcraft products in the small mall a 
week ago. Last week, displays from ele- 
mentary students throughout Dist. 15 
greeted visitors. The mall is as much a 
part of Halloween in Rolling Meadows as 
any ghost or goblin, with pumpkin-car- 
ving and window-painting contests and 
the sale of candy coupons.

Shady Dr., Palatine.Th« truck runs fine now and as 


4th version of murder role expected

LT. GEORGE EKBLAD, who already 


had appeared for the prosecution, then 
testified that neither be nor other mem- 
bers-of (be police •prompted, coached or 
induced Helton in Us statements of De- 
cember 1969. He said he "never" offered 
. the 'defendant rewards in exchange for 
bis cooperation. 


Ekblad denied the defense contention 


that Helton was kept in an unlocked cell 
and was paid to perform chores around 
the station. 


However, the 15-year police veteran 


testified that Helton was given "cigaret 
money" by Police Chief L. W. Calder-: 
wood, and that he (Ekblad) took Helton; 
to his home on at least one occasion. Hel- 
ton also was allowed to go with his fami-' 
ly on a holiday meal, the day after he 
was charged with murder, but that be 
was escorted by two detectives at the 
time, Ekblad said. 


Helton remained in Arlington Heights 


rather than being 'transferred to the 
County jail, because Ekblad said he "un- 
derstood" the State's Attorney's office 
bad gotten a stay of transfer order be-" 
cause Helton, at that time, was going to 
be a witness for the prosecution.

said, that both Helton and his parents- 
were glad that he was not taken to the 
County Jail. 


Det Gene Deck, the second defense 


witness, also testified Helton was not glv-' 
en favors nor worked for a salary around 
the police station. However, Deck said he 
also took Helton to his home "once that I 
can recall." 


Deck said Helton remained in the AT-' 


lington Heights lockup because there* 
"was no room for him in the county 
(Jail) witness area." 


Helton will be called upon today as the 


last witness to give his version of his' 
treatment and status while In jail and his 
part, if any, In the five-year-old crime.

"It is a matter of Interpretation,"' 


Amundsen sold. "But I think these pen- 
nants are representations." He added 
that designs, logos and the qames of 
products represent the stores and attract 
public attention. 


SOME BUSINESSES ore complying to 


the low by taking down the pennants, 
Amundsen sold. An administrative em- 
ploye of Goldblatt's at the Mount Pros- 
pect Plaza said he took down the flags to 
obey the law. "Mount Prospect is not the - 
only place where there are such ordi- 
nances," he sold. 


Amundsen said many merchants may 


have Invested large sums putting up the 
pennants. He estimated that a merchant 
could spend from $500 to $2,000 for a set. 
"I guess they complained because they

Cost to build hospital may increase $2 million

If construction of the Wheeling-Buffalo 


Grove branch of Franklin Boulevard 
Community Hospital does not begin this 
month the cost could Increase by $2 mil- 
lion, a hospital spokesman said. 


Norman Davis, a Franklin Boulevard 


consultant, made the observation in view 
of renewed speculation over whether the 
hospital is needed 


Comprehensive Health Planning, a lo- 


cal hospital planning agency that must 
approve hospital plans, reviewed the 
Franklin Boulevard plans last week. "I 
think we made a good presentation, but 
I'm not sure we convinced them a hospi- 
tal Is needed in the area," said Davis. 


Approval by the agency is a pre- 


requisite to receiving 
Shield coverage. 


"Comprehensive Health Planning is 


operating under the assumption a hospi- 
tal is not needed," said Davis. "If you 
take it from that standpoint, I'm not opti- 
mistic."

As proposed, the 228-bed facility was 


expected to cost about $11.3 million, but 
the delay could push the price over $13 
million, Davis said. 


Davis said the contract for the facility,

need for the hospital exists. 


BOTH DeMOON AND Davis said, how- 


ever, plans for building the hospital will 
proceed with or without the approval of 
the agency. 


Without approval from Comprehensive 


Health Planning and a Blue Cross-Blue 
Shield contract, 
Franklin Boulevard 


probably will have difficulty obtaining fi- 
nancing. 


A state law allows the hospital to fi- 


nance part of the construction with gen- 
eral obligation bonds purchased through 
the county or municipality In order to 
obtain lower interest rates. Unless the 
hospital can snow financing agencies it 
has a Blue Cross contract, however, the 
agencies are reluctant to commit finan- 
cial support. 


In addition, without a Blue Cross con- 


tract, the hospital would not be fully 
reimbursed for costs incurred by pa- 
ticnU with that type of health insurance. 


A SPOKESMAN for Blue Cross 


recently said more than 30 per cent of 
the persons in the United States are in- 
sured by the company. He said it has 
been the firm's policy since 1973 to re- 
quire review of all hospital facilities by a 
local planning agency before entering 
into a contract. 


Hospital officials plan to meet with 


Blue Cross officials this month about a 
contract. Although hospital officials ad- 
mit not having a Blue Cross contract 
would create a financial hardship, they 
say a hospital is needed and they plan to 
proceed regardless of the outcome of the 
talks.

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Helton 
to take 
stand today 


by JOE SWICKARD 


Accused killer Ronald Helton will lake 


the witness stand today and give what Is 
expected to bo his fourth version of his 
role In the murder of on Arlington 
Heights gas station manager five years 
ago. 


Helton, 22, is charged with the slaying 


of Fred J. Talllon, the 64-year-old night 
manager of the Arlington Park Shell ser- 
vice station, Wllkc Road and Euclid Ave- 
nue, In the predawn hours of Nov. 11, 
1969. 


The bench trial, entering Us fourth day 


before Circuit Court Judge Jacques F. 
Hclllngoetter at the Civic Center, already 
has heard, through written statements 
and video tapes, Helton giving three con* 
flirting stories of his role In the fatal 
stabbing of Talllon. 


Two policemen called as defense wit* 


nesses, testified Friday that Helton was 
allowed to leave jail the day after his 
arrest for a holiday meal with his family 
and that they each took him to their 
homes after he was charged with mur- 
der. They also said Helton was given 
money by the Arlington Heights police 
chief while be was expected to be a pros- 
ecution witness. 


A VIDEO TAPE of Helton's third ver- 


sion of the crime was played Friday In 
court. In It the then 17-year-old defendant 
named James Ales as the killer who pur- 
sued Talllon across Wllkc Road. Helton 
told now Ales pushed the victim through 
the gas station window after first stab- 
bing him to prevent a phone call for 
help. Ales then repeatedly stabbed Tall- 
lon In his futile struggles and flight to 
escape, Helton said. 


The tape, taken on Dec. 31,1969 at the 


Arlington Heights police station, Is In di- 
rect conflict with tapes made Dec. 28 and 
Dec. 27 while Helton was being held In 
the Du Page County jail on other 
charges. 


In the first written statement and 


taped account, Helton said Raymond 
Katiensky was the killer and that Kat* 
icnsky had related the story to him as 
"pointers" on how to commit a robbery 
and a sura method of stabbing someone 
to death. 
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Tho next day Helton changed his story, 


saying he accompanied Katzensky on the 
crime but was unaware that his alleged 
partner was armed. He further said he 
was prevented from Intervening by an- 
other member of the robbery team, Rob- 
ert Fuclnl, who held him at bay with a 
pistol. 


IN TIIE THIRD version, Katzensky 


was dropped entirely and replaced with a 
James Lewecke, who Helton said waited 
in the car. 


In this version, Ales rifled the victim's 


pockets of money and took his wedding 
bond before returning to the station to 
clean out the cash register, Helton said. 
Again, Helton said, Fuclni covered him 
with a pistol and the killer pointed the 
weapon at'him and called him "nothing 
but a chicken." 


Helton recounted' how the alleged killer 


wiped the knife with a rag and then 
passed around Tolllon's wedding band. 
Everyone in the car tried on the ring, 
Helton said. 


"They passed it around. And mine was 


the only one It would go down on," Hel- 
ton sold on the tape demonstrating slip- 
ping the ring over his knuckle. 


He sold he did not get a share of the 


$87 reported stolen because "I turned 
chicken on them." 


On the tape he was asked why he again 


was changing his story, Helton answered 
that he had been threatened by Ales. He 
said Ales, also being held at the Du Page 
County jail, passed the word through oth- 
er prisoners that he would be killed II he 
talked. 


ASKED WHY he had named Katiensky 


in earlier versions, Helton said it was 
Ales' plan. "Jim was using him as a

Arlington Park Race Track Pros. John 


F. Loomo has asked the Illinois Radng 
Board for 120 days of racing at Arlington 
Park next year, from June 2 to Oct. 18. 


Arlington Park regularly asks for 120 


racing days each year when the racing 
board considers date allocations. How- 
ever the application is not in any way 
binding on the board which can assign 
any dates It wants to the various state 
racing associations. 


The racing board will hold hearings on 


the 1975 schedule Nov. 20-22 In Chicago. 
The date It will consider Arlington 
Park's application has not yet been set. 


This year, Arlington Park had 84 days 


of racing from June 3 to Sept. 7. The 
meeting was one of the most lucrative In 
Illinois history, a fact Loomo is likely to 
point to when he appears before the 
board. 


Wagering this summer at Arlington 


Park Increased 21 per cent over the 


track's 1973 season, and attendance was 
up 18 per cent A total of 1,215,333 per- 
sons wagered $137,543,902. 


ARLINGTON PARK'S application in- 


cludes 60 days for Arlington Park and 60 
days for Washington Park Race Track, 
with all the racing to be held at Arling- 
ton Park. Loome is president of both 
race tracks. Both are owned by Madison 
Square Garden Corp. 


In his presentation to the racing board 


a year ago, Loome warned that another 
bad year of racing at Arlington Park this 
summer could lead the race track's own- 
ers to question whether the track should 
remain open.

Helton to testify 
in court today

sucker ... use him as a sucker ail the 
way through." 


Kalxcnsky and Fuclni were arrested In 


Georgia while Helton and AIM traveled 
to Florida and back, a trip financed by 
robbing motels. Ales and Helton were ar- 
rested In Du Pago County on other 
charges when they returned In late De- 
cember, 1969. 


After playing the third tape, Asst. 


State's Atty. Leo Hettlnger rested the 
prosecution and defense Attorney Melvln 
Kamm moved for a directed acquital of 
Helton. Hclllngoettor denied the motion. 


LT. GEORGE EKBLAD, who already 


had appeared for the prosecution, then 
testified that neither ho nor other mem- 
bers of the police prompted, coached or 
Induced Helton in his statements of De- 
cember 1960. He said he "never" offered 
the defendant rewards In exchange for 
his cooperation. 


Ekblad denied the defense contention 


that Helton was kept In an unlocked cell 
and was paid to perform chores around 
the station. 


However, the 15-year police veteran 


testified that Helton was given "cigaret 
money" by Police Chief L. W. Colder- 
wood, and that he (Ekblad) took Helton 
to his home on at least ono occasion. Hel- 
ton also was allowed to go with his fami- 
ly on a holiday meal, the day after be 
was charged with murder, but that ho 
was escorted by two detectives at the 
time, Ekblad said. 


Helton remained in Arlington Heights 


rather than being transferred to the 
County jail, because Ekblad said he "un- 
derstood" the State's Attorney's office 
hod gotten a stay of transfer order be- 
cause Helton, at that time, was going to 
be a witness for the prosecution. 


UNDER CROSS-examlnatlon, Ekblad 


said that both Helton and his parents 
were glad that he was not taken to the 
County Jail. 


Del. Gene Deck, the second defense 


witness, also testified Helton was not giv- 
en favors nor worked for a salary around 
the police station. However, Deck said be 
also took Helton to his home "once that I 
can recall." 


Deck sold Helton remained in the Ar- 


lington Heights lockup because there 
"was no room for him in the county 
(jail) witness arc?." 


Helton will be called upon today as the 


last witness to give his version of his 
treatment and status while in Jail and his 
part, if any, in the five-year-old crime.

"We offer what the guys will be able to 


use later, whether they go away to col- 
lego or get on apartment and start work- 
ing," said Mrs. Moody. 


"Some guys still insist they'll find a 


girlfriend to cook, wash or Iron. I tell 
them the girl will be happy to do it — for 
20 cents a shirt," Mrs. Moody said with a 
laugh. 


In the three years the one semester 


course has been offered at Forest View, 
it's grown to include virtually all the 
skills a male living at home might not be 
familiar with.1 


TO FAMILIARIZE students with bous- 


ing, rental agents from apartment com- 
plexes are brought hi to speak. Also dis- 
cussed Is how to pick roommates, Mrs.' 
Moody said. 


Furniture also is discussed. Students 


work with basic apartment blueprints 


and plan furniture layouts with pieces of 
paper. "They enjoy that. I think It brings 
out the child in them," Mrs. Moody said. 


Next comes laundry, how to wash 


clothes and then Iron them. "Most had 
the idea you had to read a big book to 
understand how to work a washer and 
dryer," she said. 


A grooming section emphasizes buying 


clothes. "Some say they'll never wear a 
tie or a suit," Mrs. Moody said. "But I 
remind them they might want to wear 
one to their wedding." 


Of course cooking is the most popular 


with the men, probably because they get 
to eat what they cook, she said. 


The students divide up into "kitchens" 


or smaller groups that work together on 
baking projects. The projects range from 
making special desserts to main dishes. 


WHILE SOME take the class only for 


the cooking — and eating, many also 
take it with an eye on the future. 


"I plan to work the night shift when I 


graduate," said senior Dave Tolle. "So 
I'll have to cook my own meals. I want 
to know what I'm doing." 


While Mrs. Moody is on band to an- 


swer questions, the students are usually 
on their own when it comes to cooking. 
"I try not to give too much of an opinion. 
I let them think. I'm not going to put 
them down." 


Cleaning up also is taught, although 


the girls in the next class aren't too en- 
thused over the job the boys do, Mrs. 
Moody said. 


Of course the novice chefs have their 


problems, such as the student who wash- 
ed a batch of apples after, rather than 
before, peeling them. 


His apple crisp looked fine going into 


the oven, but the baking brought out ail 
the water the apples soaked up. "The 
apple crisp turned out to be baked apples 
floating on water which everybody called 
'the swamp,'she said.
